"Bouncers" and "Slassers" Employed 


as PrlTate Body Ounrds, or ns Pun- 


ishcrs of Personal Enemies. 


New York Tribune. 


Some little time ago a man well kriown in 


theatrical circles had a dispute with another 
member of that large and increasing class. 
The cause of the trouble may have been tri- 
fling or it may have been serious; the result 
was that personal violence was threatened on 
the part of tho actor. The manager there- 
upon appeared in public with a rather bulky 
individual, who was unknown to any of his 
intimates, and who was introduced, when in- 
troduction became necessarj't as "Mr- Mul" 
cahey." Tho report then gained circulation 
that the manager had hired a "slugger" 
to protect him trorn the possible hard hitting 
of the actor. The latter was in about a week 
compelled to leave town to fulfil his engage- 
ments, and concurrently with his departure, 
"Mr. Mulcahey" ceased to join the manager 
at the festive bar. 
A Tribune rep;xrter was struck with one 


point in thit, little anecdote when it was told 
him. Was it possible for a man to secure the 
services of another to guard him against 
violence, or could any one, as was asserted by 
a f rieiid of tho actor to the reporter, even lure 
a man to attack some obnoxious pel-son and 
"down" him? The matter seomed worth look- 
ing up, and some curious experiences were the 
result of the said process of "looking up. 
Cautious inquiry revealed the fact that a cer- 
tain "Mike," whoso surname need not be 
given, but who is employed as "bouncer" ata 
certain up-town "Garden," could impart 
much information on tho subject. Armed 
with a card of introduction tbe reporter 
sought out "Mike," who was found in the 
congenial operation of showing an inebriated 
young clerk with a gray frock-coat and a 
dinted white hat, the way to the door, the 
manner of the showing consisting in a vigor- 
ous application of two muscular arms and an 
accompanying volley of unscriptural ex- 
pressions.

You 
understand though that my f ricnd'll jest drop 
round sociable-hke with you or yor friends 
as is bein' looked for, an' if there's a row 
why it's*nly naterol that he'll takoyour 
mrt or yer friend's part. But if you want a 
nan as'll slug any cue you point out to him 
ust for a 'boodle' aud without picidn' no 
quarrel, why I can't help you to him. Thore 
s such mon about the east side along avonoo 
A, but they ain't respectable. Do I know 
their names) Why, yes, I guess I could re- 
nember them if it were my interest to, but I 
don't consort with such a low-lived lot my- 
self and I couldn't say as they'd treat any 
one square I sont to them." 


The reporter Jwas finally introduced to a 


young man dressed in a tweed suit who for 
520 a week and "drinks and such" ("such" 
ncaning board and lodging) would conde- 
scend to act as body-guard against the 
apocryphal foe. A dirty piece of paper was 
also obtained on which a name and address 
over on the east side, between the Bowery 
and Second avenue, was scribbled in a hiero- 
gly phic-like script. Thither tho reporter pro- 
ceeded. A bright-eyed girl of about ten 
opened the door and in answer to an inquiry 
said Mr. Sullivan (it was another name, but 
no matter) livod on tho "fourth floor front, 
left hand door."

forty winks,he proceeded to business. "Want 
some one settled do yer! Whoy did Moike 
smdyortomethiuf Cawn't he foind some- 
thin' betther to do with his toirne than liavin' 
me waked up out o' me slape to tell yer I 
cawn't help yer to what yer -want? 
Well, 


now, lot me say." 
This was iu response to a 


hint of pecuniary advantage. 
"Come to 


think, I do knoiv a gentleman who's not very 
pprtiklfir as to w ho he shtrikes. 
He does it 


fur l'ivp uv it au' wuld be ofHnded if y'o of- 
ftnl him a viut. Well, he's got a family, to 
lie sliu.e, Now, Oi'll tell jer. You show me 
tho gmtteman yor've got a grudge aginst on' 
give me what yer think raysonable fur tny 
Irind's family, an' Oi don't doubt but that the 
gintlemon 11 ill get a nasty knock some toime 
or other.. Tell me where he goes an' whin 
fap'a loikely to be alone on' Oi'll say to the 
rist" 
Enough evidence bad beengained,howevor, 


and the reporter did not put the matter to 
any farther test. Promising to comnranicatsi 
u itli Mr. Siiliiviin he tumbled down the mal- 
ixioi ous stairs and mused as he walked home 
under the patient stars on the varying de- 
grees pf human degradation.

. THADDEHS STEVENS, 


A Visit to the Wreat Commoner Dm- 


Ins the Impeachment Trial.

New Era. 
Mr. Stevens sat at the head of his table in 


he long, cool committee-room,alone, looking 
>ale and emaciated, but his own calm, supe- 
ior self notwithstanding. 
He welcomed us 


with a kindly gleam-in his clear, gray eye, 
gave to each his wasted hand, and drew goats 
or our little party on either side of him. 


Turning to Mrs. Taylor, the mother of 


Bayard Taylor, and a most delightful lady, 
le said: "I was at Kennett square once. 
Twenty years or more ago one named 
hooper, or Hooper, and myself spoke to tho 
loncst farmers of Kennett on tho abolition 
question, from a wood-pile, and as the people 
crowded on to our logs occasionally it took 
careful balancing to keep our equilibrium. 
Some time after, when I was elected to con- 
gress, I received a letter from ono of them 
written in thiswise: 'Kriend Stevens, theo 
and that other man promised us big things 
years ago on our wood-pile. I did not believe 
ihee then, but I have watched theo since, and 
thou hast spoken truth, but as for the other, 
man with thee, he liod all tho way through.'"' 


Mr. Stevens said ho went to Valley P^rge 


on that occasion, having an engagement to 
speak the next day at Nomstown. Wo re- 
gretted the fact. He said he did too. Noth- 
ug bhould take him by that pivotal point o£ 
the American Revolution if he had to do it 
over again. 


While we were enjoying the conversation, 


of "tho old man eloquent" across the hall of 
'the people's house" in the senate of tho 
United States the impeachment trial of An- 
drew Johnson was pending. Wo asked him 
if he was sanguine as to the conviction ot the 
president. He shook his head: "As long as 
t depends on man's decision, no! 
Poor 


human nature! No honest office-holder that 
comes to Washington, if he does right, can 
get one dollar ahead, and yet I marvel to 
see tho men poor when they came here go out 
of that senate worth half a million." 


We had been shown tho day before a 


menacing letter written to Mr. Stevens by 
the Kuklux Klan, ordering him "to prepare!" 
that "his days were numbered," etc. 
On 


being asked if he feared thorn he said: "Not 
now; 
it is too late." He said he had re- 


ceived more than a barrel full of threatening 
letters from the south in his lifetime, but 
;hey had long ago ceased to disturb him. If 
God willed, he skould like to havo seen the 
dear old government in the right groove 
once more, and running smoothly on before 
lie departed, but he knew that was impossible 
now. 
Turning to our little sister, Katie, with 


a look, the solemn beauty of which I shall 
never forget, he said: 


"It may be sometliing for our young friends 


bore to remember that when I came to Wash- 
ington last autumn, scarcely expecting to 
Live a couple of days, I felt as calm and tran- 
quil to view of death as I do this pleasant spr- 
ing morning. True, I have very little property 
and no children, and I am consequently free 
[rom the cares that harass most men, if only," 
he added, with a profound sigh, "if only 
peace- and prosperity were secured to our be- 
loved country." 


On being assured that we could not spare 


Lum yet, that the people needed him, and 
that wo would pray that his life might be pro- 
longer], ho seomed touched and replied: "Ah, 
this worn-out body is very wearisome. Tho 
days have come for me v, hen thoro is no 
pleasure in them."

"Did you ever meet Henry Clay and hear 


him speak?" 


"Yes. I thought he was tho dullest old fol- 


low I ever heard. It was at a barbecue in 
Indianapolis. He was jaded and tired, he 
was not wound up and had nobody to stick a 
pin in him." 


"You knew Lincoln?" 
"Very well." 
"Iu a sentence, what do you think o£ him?' 
"I think that Lincoln was, to a remarkable 


degree, both a statesman and a politician; i 
that he based his views of expediency on 
great principles, but that in executing expe- 
dient objects he was as shrewd and keen a 
politician as ever was in Washington. Ho 
had a broad sympathy for human nature, 
and ho understood it very well. He was as 
devoid ot personal ambition and selfishness 
as any man of whom wo have a record in 
our history. Ho was a man who wanted to 
do that which was right and best for this 
nhole nation, south and north, and was will- 
ing to go as near to the pdge of doubtful ex- 
pediency as a man could ii'id not go over tho 
precipice; but he saved him ,elf."

don't you think that his death and its man- 
ner and at the time w as a great thing for 
lum in history?"

The colored 
people wore out in some larger force 
than the whites at a picnic.near the 
lake, and at night at a ball, a few 
doors only from my sleeping room, 
they cut up all the shines of a "dar- 
key ball," with music and dancing as 
only they can dance. 


Gainesiville has a good, steady 


growth fchis summer. Several new 
dwelling houses.have been erected, 
and a good number more could find 
occupant s at once. Some business 
houses are also being built, and with 
the extension of the Florida South- 
ern Railroad north, and the railroad 
from Live Oak, which is rapidly com- 
ing this way from the northwest, 
next winter will see the place boom 
more thfin ever. 


Cotton is now making itself fast, 


being in bloom, and will shortly be 
in its fullest growth. Picking will 
commence about the last of August, 
and then the streets will put on a 
lively appearance as tho cotton from 
the old plantations and the small 
fields farmed out to the colored folks 
is picked and brought to the gin.
